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A SINTERED BEARING CONTAINING OIL 



Although a lubricating oil can seep into pores of sintered 
bearings containing oil, the lubricating oil seeping out of the 
sintered bearing cannot return thereto. Thus, there arises a 
problem in which the durability thereof worsens. In order to 
solve the problem, a sintered bearing is provided. The sintered 
bearing is made of a ferromagnetic material or a magnet is 
embedded therein to retain a ferro-fluid seeping thereinto by 
surface tension force and magnetic force thereof. 



Scope of Claim for Utility Model Registration 

(1) A sintered bearing containing oil, wherein a porous sintered body 
incorporates a ferromagnetic material being magnetized and a 
ferro-fluid comprising a lubricating oil as a base seeps thereinto. 

(2) The sintered bearing containing oil according to claim 1, wherein 
the ferromagnetic material is composed of magnetic powder, the magnetic 
powder being mixed into the porous sintered body and magnetized. 

(3) The sintered bearing containing oil according to claim 1, wherein 
the ferromagnetic material is composed of a permanent magnet, said 
permanent magnet being embedded in the porous sintered body. 
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
